We are apt j 
to forget that the hog is a grazing j 
animal and green stuff is absolute-, 
ly necessary to his development, j 
Among other hog feeds are rape, | 
goobers, sweet potatoes, sorghum, 
and cow peas. 
A hog can be fat­ 
tened on these without corn, and 
when corn is used four or five 
weeks of corn-feeding before mar­ 
keting is all that should be done. 
More than that is a waste and a 
loss and not good for the animal. 
Mr. Singleton cited an instance 
where one man of his acquaintance 
fattened his hogs at a cost ot I i 
cents per pound, using a little corn. 
Another man who used all corn 
for feeding his hogs estimated that 
they cost him 35 cents per pound 
and still the fattening was not sat­ 
isfactory. 
He said it never paid 
to keep a hog two years, and the 
effort among breeders was to get 
them up to the uniform size de­ 
manded by the packeries. 
He 
gave his hogs plenty of pure well 
water and never allow td them to 


wallow. 
He advocated enclosing 
all or as much as possible of the 
farm under hog fence by using 
woven 
wire 
twenty-four 
inches 
high and putting two barbed wires 
above to make 
it stock proof. 
Then the farm should be sub-di­ 
vided 
with 
partition 
f e n c e s 
so that the hogs can be turned in 
at any time wherever desired. His 
advice in securing hogs for breed­ 
ing was to get the best sows that 
can be obtained in the county, but 
not to pay fancy prices for pedi­ 
greed stock. 
This is not necessary 
for practical purposes, however, 
full-blooded males should always 
be used and in this manner the 
stock can be graded up rapidly. 
When asked about hog cholera, he 
eafd that there was no cure for it 


p Yr he knew, but that in treat­ 
ing it he followed the advice of the 
department of animal industry at 
Washington, removed the healthy 
hogs from those infected and the 
infected pens, and gave them easily 
digested foods, not much grain, 


pure water and clean dry pen*. 
He also mentioned a formula that 
is beneficial for hogs, W i n c h will 
be found in the Weekly Eagle this 
week.
